The Agricultural Marketing Act of 
1946 provides for collection of fees ap¬ 
proximately equal to the cost of Federal 
meat grading services rendered under its 
provisions. Therefore, it has been deter¬ 
mined that In order to recover the In¬ 
creased cost of Federal meat grading 
services resulting from Pub. L. 04-22, af¬ 
fecting travel reimbursement to Federal 
employees, the mileage charge must be 
increased as provided here in. 

The provisions of 7 CFR 53.29(c) pre¬ 
scribing travel charges In connection 
with the performance of Federal meat 
grading services are hereby amended by 
changing the phrase “the charge for 
such service shall Include a mileage 
charge at 9 cents per mile*' to “the charge 
for such service shall Include a mileage 
charge at 13 cents per mlle.“ 

The need for this amendment Is de¬ 
pendent upon facts within the knowledge 
of the Agricultural Marketing Service. 
Therefore, under the provisions of 5 
US.C. 533. It Is found that notice and 
other public procedures with respect to 
this amendment are impractical and un¬ 
necessary and good cause Is found to 
make the amendment effective less than 
30 days after publication in the Federal 
Register.

Revision and Adoption of Proposals 

On pages 15404-15405 of the April 7, 
1975. edition of the Federal Register 
(40 FR 15404-15405) there was published 
a proposal to amend Parts 701 (12 CFR 
701). 721 (12 CFR 721). and 745 (12 
CFR 745). The purposes of the amend¬ 
ments are to enable Federal credit 
unions to provide benefit plans for their 
employees, to provide certain trustee or 
custodial services for their members and 
employees, and to extend insurance cov¬ 
erage to certain pension share accounts. 
Interested persons were given until 
May 9. 1975. to submit written com¬ 
ments. suggestions and objections re¬ 
garding the proposed revisions. As a re¬ 
sult of the comments and further review 
by the Administration, the following 
changes have been made: 

Section 70119(a) is revised, and para¬ 
graphs (b). (c), <d) and (c) are deleted. 
Paragraph 701.19(1 • is redesignated 

New paragraph 721.4(a) is revised, 
and paragraph (b) is deleted. Section 
721.4(c) is redesignated as <b> and re¬ 
vised by inserting the words “unwilling 
or“ between the words “is" and "unable/* 

Section 745.9 is revised. 

The text of these revisions is set forth 
below. 

PURPOSE OF REVISIONS.—I 7 01.19: 
The requirements of paragraph <b> of 
I 701.19 have been included in paragraph 
(a) therefore eliminating the need for a 
separate provision. Due to the fact that 
plan termination Insurance and contin¬ 
gent liability insurance are required for 
defined benefit plans under Title XV of 
the Employee Retirement Income Secu¬ 
rity Act of 1974. the Administrator has 
determined that paragraphs (c) and (d) 
of the proposed 1 701.19 are unnecessary 
In that they only reiterate what is 
already required. Paragraph <e> Is de¬ 
leted for technical reasons. 

Section 721.4: Questions have been 
raised concerning the investment of 
Keogh and IRA funds in Federal credit 
union obligations. As the substance of 
these questions relates to the require¬ 
ments of other Federal and. in some 
cases, state authorities, the resolution of 
which may not be effectuated lor some 
time, the Administrator has determined 
that investments should be limited to 
share accounts This course of action is 
deemed desirable since it will permit the 
establishment of share account Keogh's 
and IRA’s without delay. Should the 
issues concerning investments in obliga¬ 
tions be favorably resolved, the regula¬ 
tions would be amended accordingly. 

Paragraph <b) of 721.4 has been de¬ 
leted as unnecessary due to the limita¬ 
tion in paragraph (a) that funds be 
invested solely in share accounts. 

8 745.9-2; The last sentence was de¬ 
leted as unnecessary because a partici¬ 
pant’s or beneficiary’s interest In a 
Keogh nr IRA is fully vested. The lan¬ 
guage added to the section is for the 
purpose of avoiding the tax liabilities 
imposed on premature distributions. It 
would, however, afford a participant the 
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option of requesting in writing, distri¬ 
bution to another party, e.g., for rollover 

purposes. 

BYLAW CHANOE—In order for a Fed¬ 
eral credit union to establish Keogh and 
IRA trust accounts under the new reg¬ 
ulations, It will be necessary for the 
board of directors to adopt new bylaw 
provisions. The Administrator will pro¬ 
vide all Federal credit unions with pre¬ 
approved amendments and the proce¬ 
dure and forms necessary for this 
purpose. 

The new’ provisions will serve two pur¬ 
poses. First, they expressly provide for 
the Issuance of shares in either revocable 
or irrevocable trusts, including specific 
reference to shares issued pursuant to 
pension plans authorized by regulation. 
Secondly, the new provisions eliminate 
problems which have resulted from the 
present language in Article XVII. There¬ 
fore. even though the bylaw changes are 
directly tied in with the new’ pension reg¬ 
ulations. they are also designed to re¬ 
lieve restrictions imposed by the pres¬ 
ent bylaw provisions which affect all 
Federal credit unions, whether or not 
they intend to offer Keogh or IRA 
accounts. 

Accordingly, with the above changes, 
the proposed ft 4 70119. 721 4 and 745.9 -2 
are adopted as sot forth below, effective 
immediately.

(b) by deleting in the last sentence the 
language “date prior” and inserting in 
lieu thereof the language “day immedi¬ 
ately proceeding".

Seventh Street, SW. Washington, D.C. 
20410. 

The Flood Disaster Protection Act of 
1973 requires the purchase of flood in¬ 
surance on and after March 2. 1974, as 
a condition of receiving any form of 
Federal or Federally related financial as¬ 
sistance for acquisition or construction 
purposes in an identified flood plain area 
having special hazards that is located 
within any community currently partici¬ 
pating In the National Flood Insurance 
Program. 


Until July 1, 1975, the statutory re¬ 
quirement for the purchase of flood in¬ 
surance does not apply until and unless 
the community enters the program and 
the special flood hazards have been iden¬ 
tified. However, on July 1, 1975, or one 
year after the identification of the com¬ 
munity as flood prone, whichever is later, 
tlie requirement will apply to all identi¬ 
fied special flood hazard areas within the 
United States, so that, after that date, 
no such financial assistance can legally 
be provided for acquisition or construc¬ 
tion in these areas unless the community 
has entered the program and flood insur¬ 
ance has been purchased. 

The Federal Insurance Administrator 
finds that delayed effective dates would 
be contrary to the public interest. There¬ 
fore notice and public procedure under 
5 U.S.C. 553(b) are impracticable, un¬ 
necessary, and contrary to the public in¬ 
terest.

The purpose of this notice Is to list 
those communities wherein the sale of 
flood insurance is authorized under the 
National Flood Insurance Program (42 
U.S.C. 4001-4128). 

Insurance policies can be obtained from 
any licensed property Insurance agent 
or broker serving the eligible community, 
or from the National Flood Insurers As¬ 
sociation servicing company for the state 
(addresses are published at 39 FR 26186- 
93). A list of servicing companies is also 
available from the Federal Insurance Ad¬ 


ministration, HUD, 451 Seventh Street 
8W., Washington. D.C. 20410. 

The Flood Disaster Protection Act of 
1973 requires the purchase of flood in¬ 
surance on and after March 2,1974, as a 
condition of receiving any form of Fed¬ 
eral or Federally related financial assist¬ 
ance for acquisition or construction pur¬ 
poses in an Identified flood plain area 
having special hazards that Is located 
within any community currently partici¬ 
pating In the National Flood Insurance 
Program. 

Until July 1, 1975, the statutory re¬ 
quirement for the purchase of flood in¬ 
surance does not apply until and unless 
the community enters the program and 
the special flood hazards have been iden¬ 


tified. However, on July 1, 1975. or one 
year after the Identification of the com¬ 
munity as flood prone, whichever is later, 
the requirement will apply to all iden¬ 
tified special flood hazard areas within 
the United States, so that, after that date, 
no such financial assistance can legally 
be provided for acquisition or construc¬ 
tion in these areas unless the community 
lias entered the program and flood in¬ 
surance has been purchased. 

The Federal Insurance Administrator 
finds that delayed effective dates woum 
be contrary to the public interest.

IMPORTATION OF PLEASURE BOATS AND 
EQUIPMENT 

Coast Guard Safety Requirements 

On November 21, 1972. there was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (37 FR 
24750* a notice of proposed rulemaking 
which proposed to amend Part 12 of the 
Customs Regulations to reflect and im¬ 
plement those sections of the Coast 
Guard Regulations which set forth safety 
standards for certain foreign-made 
pleasure boats imported into the United 
States after November 1. 1972. The sub¬ 
ject Coast Guard Regulations (33 CFR 
Parts 181. 183) were issued under the 
authority of sections 5. 7. and 39 of the 
Federal Boat Safety Act of 1971. Pub. 
Ll 92-75. approved August 10. 1971 (46 
USC. 1454, 1456. 1488). Section 11 of 
the Act *46 U.S.C. 1460) provides that 
the Secretaries of the Department of the 
Treasury and the Department of Trans¬ 
portation may issue Joint regulations 
concerning the importation of pleasure 
boats under safety standards prescribed 
in accordance with the Act. 

No comments were received from the 
public in response to the notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking. However, as a result 
of further study of the proposed amend¬ 
ment of Part 12, Customs Regulations, 
extensive changes have been made in 
the text of the amendment In order 
that the public may be afforded an op¬ 
portunity to submit commeuts with re¬ 
spect to these changes, it lias been de¬ 
cided to Issue a supplemental notice of 
proposed rulemaking. The following 
changes have been made In the text of 
the proposed amendment: 

1. Paragraph (a) of f 12.85 is changed 
by inserting in the heading the words 
"or regulations" after the word •‘stand¬ 
ards’*. and by adding to the authority 
citation section 7 and 39. Federal Boat 
Safety Act of 1971 (46 U.3.C. 1456. 1488). 

2. Section 12.85(a) (4) is deleted and 
the words "(excluding radio equipment)" 

inserted at the end of subdivisions 
( *>. (U). and <ltl> of J 12.85(a)(3). Sub- 
Paragraph (5) of } 12.85 (a) Is redesig¬ 
nated as subparagraph (4).

(I) All vessels manufactured or used 
primarily for noncommercial use. 

(ii) AH vessels leased, rented, or char¬ 
tered to another for the latter's non¬ 
commercial use. 

(ill) All vessels engaged In the carry¬ 
ing of six or fewer passengers (see aec- 
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tlon 4.80 of this chapter on prohibitions 
against foreign vessels transporting pas¬ 
sengers In the coastwise trade). 

(2) For purposes of 4 12.85 the term 
"boat” does not include: 

<i) Foreign vessels temporarily using 
waters subject to U.S. jurisdiction. 

(ii) Military or public vessels of the 
United States, except recreational type 
public vessels. 

(Hi) A vessel whose owner is a State 
or subdivision thereof, which is prin¬ 
cipally used for governmental purposes, 
and which is clearly identifiable as such. 

(hr) Ships* lifeboats. 

(3) The term "associated equipment" 
means: 

(i) Any system, part, or component of 
a boat as originally manufactured, or a 
similar part or component manufactured 
or sold for replacement, repair, or im¬ 
provement of such system, part, or com¬ 
ponent (excluding radio equipment). 

(ii) Any accessory or equipment for. or 
appurtenance to, a boat (excluding radio 
equipment). 

(ill) Any marine safety article, acces¬ 
sory, or equipment intended for use by a 
person on board a boat (excluding radio 
equipment). 

(4) The term "product" as used in this 
section. Includes the terms "boats** and 
"associated equipment" as defined in 
subparagraphs (1), (2), and (3) of this 
paragraph. 

(b) Evidence of compliance with boat¬ 
ing standards or regulations as condition 
of entry. A product for which entry is 
sought Into the Customs territory of the 
United States will, subject to the excep¬ 
tions specified in paragraph (c) of this 
section, be denied entry unless accom¬ 
panied by evidence of compliance with 
standards or regulations as follows: 

(1) A produc t su bject to standards 
prescribed in 33 CFR Part 183 will have 
affixed to it a compliance certification 
label in accordance with the require¬ 
ments of 8ubpart B, 33 CFR Part 181. 

(2) A boat hull subject to Subpart C. 
33 CFR Part 181 will have affixed to it 
a hull identification number affixed by 
the importer or the original manufac¬ 
turer. The number shall ^comply with 
the format requirements of Subpart C 
33 CFR Part 181. 

(c) Products not in compliance with 
standards or regulations: Alternative 
evidence required as condition of entry 
and release . Certain products shall be 
permitted entry and release without a 
compliance certification label or hull 
identification number affixed, as is re¬ 
quired by Subparts B and C, 33 CFR 
Part 181. if they fall within one of the 
following categories, and if the condi¬ 
tions for entry and release specified for 
each category of product are met : 

(1) Products manufactured before 
standards or regulations in effect. For 
certain products manufactured before 
an applicable standard or regulation was 
In effect, a declaration will be filed In 
accordance with the requirements of 
paragraph (d) of this section. The 
declaration will state that the product 
was manufactured before the applicable 


standard or regulation was in effect If 
the district director believes that it is 
necessary in a particular case, he may 
communicate with the nearest Coast 
Guard district commander by the most 
expedient means to request that the 
Coast Guard determine that alteration 
of the product Is not required, A verbal 
declaration is acceptable at the option 
of the district director for products en¬ 
tering from Canada or Mexico otherwise 
than by sea. 

(2) Products exempted from stand¬ 
ards or regulations by Coast Guard 
Grant of Exemption . For certain prod¬ 
ucts specifically exempted from appli¬ 
cable standards or regulations by a 
Coast Guard Grant of Exemption, a 
declaration will be filed in accordance 
with paragraph (d) of this section. The 
declaration will state that the product 
has been specifically exempted from ap¬ 
plicable standards or regulations by a 
U.8. Coast Guard Grant of Exemption, 
Issued under the authority of section 9 of 
the Federal Boat Safety Act of 1971 (46 
UB.C. 1458), and in effect on the date 
the product was manufactured. The 
declaration will also state that the prod¬ 
uct complies with all the terms and con¬ 
ditions of the exemption. A copy of the 
exemption, certified by the importer of* 
consignee to be a true copy, shall be at¬ 
tached to each declaration. 

(3) Products to be brought into con¬ 
formity. In the case of products that 
are not in conformity at the time of en¬ 
try but will be brought into conformity, 
a declaration will be filed in accordance 
with paragraph (d> of this section. The 
declaration will state that the product 
does not conform with applicable safety 
standards or regulations, but that the 
Importer or consignee will bring the 
product into conformity with safety 
standards or regulations, and wiU also 
state that the product will not be sold or 
offered for sale, or used on waters sub¬ 
ject to the Jurisdiction of the United 
States and on the high seas beyond the 
territorial seas for a vessel owned in the 
United States except for the purpose of 
bringing it into conformity, until the 
bond has been satisfied with respect to 
this obligation. To secure entry under 
this provision, bond must be given in ac¬ 
cordance with paragraph (e)(1) of this 
section. 

(4) Certain products entering the 
United States for repair or alteration . In 
the case of a nonresident of the United 
States who wishes to enter a product 
for the purpose of making repairs or 
alterations to it for a period not exceed¬ 
ing 60 days from the date of entry, a 
declaration will be filed in accordance 
with paragraph (d) of this section. The 
declaration shall state that the importer 
or consignee is a nonresident of the 
United 8tates. that the product is being 
brought in for the purpose of making 
repairs or alterations to It, that it will 
not remain in the Customs territory of 
the United States for more than 60 days 
following the date of the entry, and that 
it will not be offered for sale, sold, or 
used for pleasure In waters subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United 8tates during 


that time. However, the declaration re¬ 
quired by this subparagraph shall be 
waived for persons regularly entering 
the United States from Canada or 
Mexico otherwise than by sea who ob¬ 
tain. by application to the district direc¬ 
tor. an appropriate means of identifica¬ 
tion that has been affixed to the boat to 
serve in place of the declaration. 

(5) Products owned by certain foreion 
government or international organiza¬ 
tion personnel. In the case of an im¬ 
porter or consignee employed In one of 
the capacities set forth in this subpara¬ 
graph. a declaration will be filed in ac¬ 
cordance with paragraph <d> of this 
section. The declaration shall state that 
the importer or consignee is either a 
member of the armed forces of a foreign 
country on assignment in the United 
8tates, or is a member of the Secretariat 
of a public international organization so 
designated pursuant to section 1 of the 
International Organizations Immunities 
Act of December 29. 1945 (22 U.8.C. 288). 
on assignment In the United States, or 
is a member of the personnel of a foreign 
government on assignment in the United 
States who comes within the class of 
persons for whom free entry of boats 
has been authorized by the Department 
of State, and that he is Importing the

Proposed Endangered Status for the Snail 
Darter 

The Fish and Wildlife Service has evi¬ 
dence on hand that the snail darter 
Percina (Imostoma) sp. is an endangered 
species as defined by the Endangered 
Species Act of 1973 (16 U.S.C. 1531-1543. 


87 Stat. 884; hereinafter referred to as 
“the act"). 

Section 4(a) of the act states that the 
Secretary of the Interior and the Sec¬ 
retary of Commerce may determine a 
species to be an “Endangered" species, or 
a “Threatened" species, because of any 
of five factors. These factors, and their 
application to the snail darter, are as 
follows: 

/. The present or threatened destruc¬ 
tion. modification, or curtailment of its 
habitat or range. The snail darter Per¬ 
cina Umostoma) sp. is known only from 
portions of gravel shoals in the main 
channel of the Little Tennessee River 
between River Miles 4 and 17 In Loudon 
County, Tennessee. River Miles 4 and 17 
are shown on a map entitled “Tellico 
Project." prepared by the Tennessee Val¬ 
ley Authority (TVA). Bureau of Water 
Control Planning. August 1965 (map 
65-MS-453 K 501). River Mile 17 is 2 
river miles below the U.S. Highway 411 
bridge over the Little Tennessee River, 
and is near Rose Island; River Mile 4 is 
IVs miles below Davis Ferry. 

In this area the snail darter occurs 
only in the swifter portions of shoals over 
clean gravel substrate In cool, low- 
turbidity water. Food of the snail darter 
is almost exclusively snails which require 
a clean gravel substrate for their sur¬ 
vival. The proposed impoundment of 
water behind the proposed Tellico Dam 
would result In total destruction of the 
snail darter’s habitat. 

2. OverutiJization for commercial , 
sporting, scientific, or educational pur¬ 
poses. Not applicable. 

3. Disease or predation . Not applicable. 

4. The inadequacy of existing regula¬ 
tory mechanisms. Not applicable. 

5. Other natural or manmade factors 
affecting its continued existence. Not 
applicable. 

Public Comments Solicited 

The Director intends that Anally 
adopted rules be as responsive as possi¬ 
ble to the conservation of endangered 
and threatened species; he therefore de¬ 
sires to obtain the comments and sugges¬ 
tions of the public, other concerned 
governmental agencies, and private in¬ 
terests on these proposed rules. 

Final promulgation of the regulations 
on the snail darter and on critical habi¬ 
tat will take Into consideration the com¬ 
ments received by the Director. Such 
comments and any additional informa¬ 
tion received, may lead the Director to 
adopt final regulations that differ from 
this proposal. The Director has under 
preparation an environmental assess¬ 
ment concerning this matter.

Notice is hereby given in accordance 
with the provisions contained in sec¬ 
tion 553 of Title 5. United States Code, 
that it la proposed to amend certain of 
the regulations relating to viruses, 
serums, toxins, and analogous products 
in Part 113 of Title 9, Code of Federal 
Regulations issued pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of the Virus-Serum-Toxin Act of 
March 4. 1913 <21 U.S.C. 151-158). 

Porcine parvovirus has been found to 
be a common contaminant of primary 
cells of porcine origin and ingredients 
of porcine origin such as trypsin. As 
such, this vims could be carried through 
Into the final product and be a potential 
danger to the recipient of the vaccine. 

The fluorescent antibody test present¬ 
ly being used for detection of bovine 
virus diarrhea virus in primary cells of 
bovine origin has been editorially cor¬ 
rected for clarity of Interpretation by 
these proposed amendments and the 
technique has been adapted to the de¬ 
tection of porcine parvovirus in primary 
cells of porcine origin. 

A fluorescent antibody test has also 
been developed for the detection of por¬ 
cine parvovirus in trypsin. This test has 
been included in these proposed amend¬ 
ments.

Procedures for Reconsidering Disallow¬ 
ances of Federal Financial Participation 

Notice is hereby given that the regu¬ 
lations set forth in tentative form below 
are proposed by the Acting Administra¬ 
tor, Social and Rehabilitation Service, 
with the approval of the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. The 
proposed regulations are designed to for¬ 
malize the procedures under which the 
Social and Rehabilitation 8ervice will 
reconsider disallowances of Federal fi¬ 
nancial participation pursuant to section 
1116(d) of the Social Security Act, 42 
U.S.C. section 1316(d). 

Unlike section 1116(a) of the Act, 42 
U.S.C. section 1316(a), and the “04*' sec¬ 
tions of the Act, e.g., 42 U.S.C. sections 
304, 604, w r hich respectively provide for 
hearings on initial disapprovals of State 
plans and initial findings that States ore 
not administering their State plans in 
conformity with the requirements of the 
Social Security Act. there is no statutory 
requirement for hearings, or any other 
formalized procedures, in connection 
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with disallowances of FFP under section 
1116(d). The Social and Rehabilitation 
Service has. In the past, used various 
procedures in order to determine the pro¬ 
cedure which best protects the interests 
of both the Federal Government and the 
State agencies in achieving a fair and 
expeditious resolution of the propriety of 
the initial disallowance. The regulations 
proposed herein represent a codification 
of those procedures which have been 
found best to serve these various 
interests. 

The proposed regulations provide an 
opportunity for the State agency to be 
fully apprised of all matters of fact and 
law on which the Regional Office relied 
in making the initial disallowance and 
to comment on the correctness of the 
facts and of the conclusions which were 
drawn therefrom. All documents relied 
upon by the Regional Office in reaching 
its determination, as well as other rele¬ 
vant documents are made available to 
the State agency prior to the time it is 
required to state its position. The Re¬ 
gional Office is granted a similar oppor¬ 
tunity to be apprised of all documents 
and contentions upon which the State 
agency relies in support of it s position 
and to comment thereon. Finally, upon 
request, the State agency is afforded an 
opportunity to have its representatives 
meet personally with the Administrator 
for an oral presentation of Us position. 
This opportunity for direct access to the 
decision maker in order to emphasize the 
points on which State relies and to clarify 
any outstanding questions which the Ad¬ 
ministrator might then have assures that 
the State agency will have had a full 
opportunity to bring to the attention of 
the decision maker all facts and legal 
theories upon which it bases Us claim 
for Federal financial participation. 

Prior to the adoption of the proposed 
regulations, consideration will be given 
to written comments, suggestions, or ob¬ 
jections thereto addressed to the Admin¬ 
istrator. Social and Rehabilitation Serv¬ 
ice, Department of Health. Education, 
and Welfare, P.O. Box 2382. Washington. 
D.C. 20013, and received on or before 
July 17. 1975. 

Such comments will be available for 
public Inspection in Room 5326 of the 
Department’s offices at 330 C Street.

DC., beginning approxi¬ 
mately two weeks after publication of 
this Notice In the Federal Register, on 
Monday through Friday of each week

(C> Request for reconsideration. (1) To 
obtain reconsideration of a disallowance 
of an item or class of items for FFP. a 
State shall, within 30 days of the date 
of the disallowance letter, request recon¬ 
sideration by the Administrator, with 
copy to the Regional Commission'-r, sr.d 
enclose a copy of the disallowance latter. 

(2) The request for reconsideration 
must be accompanied by a brief state¬ 
ment of the issues in dispute. Including 
an explanation of the State's position 
with respect to each issue. 

(d) Reconsideration procedure. (1) 
The Administrator will promptly ac¬ 
knowledge receipt of a States request for 
reconsideration. 

(2) Upon receipt of a copy of the re¬ 
quest for reconsideration, the Regional 
Commissioner shall provide to the Ad¬ 
ministrator a complete record of all ma¬ 
terial which he believes to have a bear¬ 
ing on the reconsideration, including any 
reports of audit or review' which were 
the basis for his dechlon. 

(3) The Administrator shall promptly 
forward to the State a list of all items 
currently in the record. Including those 
received from the Regional Commis¬ 
sioner, and make available for examina¬ 
tion. Inspection and copying any such 
items not previously received by the 
State. 

(4) Within CO days from the date of 
the Administrator's transmittal to the 
State under paragraph (d)<3> of this 
section, the State shall submit in writing 
to the Administrator any new relevant 
evidence, documentation, or argument 
and shall simultaneously submit a copy 
thereof to the Regional Commissioner. 

(5) The Regional Commissioner shall 
promptly submit to the Administrator 
an analysis of the issues relevant to the 
disallowance including: 

<U a restatement of the findings on 
which the disallowance was based: 

(ID a response to each issue raided by 
the State with respect to such findings; 
and 

(ill) a response to any other ksues 
raised by the State, providing additional 
documentation when necessary. A copy of 
this submittal, Including any additional 
documentation, shall be simultaneously 
submitted to the State. 

(6) The State may respond to the ma¬ 
terial submitted by the Regional Co*n- 
missioner by submitting to the Admin¬ 
istrator within 15 days any supplemental 
material the State wishes to have en¬ 
tered into the record. 

(7) At the time of submitting any ad¬ 
ditional material pursuant to paragraph 
<d><4). the 8tatc may obtain, upon re¬ 
quest to him, a conference with the Ad¬ 
ministrator, during which it may discuss 
with the Administrator its position on 
the Issues. The State may. at its own 
expense, have such conference tran- 
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scribed: the transcript shall become part 
of the administrative record. 

* (8) In reconsidering the disallowance, 
the Administrator may request any ad¬ 
ditional information or documents ncc- 
c<s-try to his decision. 

i 9 > New relevant evidence received 
into the record by the Administrator 
rursuanl to paragraph (d)<8) which is 
not received from, or previously other¬ 
wise made available to. the State shall 
promptly be made available to the State 
for examination. Inspection, and copy¬ 
ing and the State will be given appro¬ 
priate additional time for comment. 

(10) All documents, reports, corre¬ 
spondence. and other materials consid¬ 
ered by the Administrator in reaching 
his decision shall constitute the record of 
the reconsideration proceedings. 

(11> After consideration of such rec¬ 
ord and the laws and regulations per¬ 
tinent to the issues in question, the Ad¬ 
ministrator shall issue a written deci¬ 
sion. based solely on the administrative 
recard, which summarizes the facts and 
cites the regulations or statutes that sup¬ 
port the decision. The decision shall 
constitute final administrative action on 
the matter and shall be promptly mailed 
to the head of the State agency. 

(e) Implementation of the decision . 
If the decision requires an adjustment 
in the Federal share, either upward or 
downward, tills will be reflected in sub¬ 
sequent grant awards.

Transmission of Information to Traveling 
Public 

In the matter of amendment of Parts 
2 and 89 of the rules to provide for the 
use of frequencies 530. 1606, and 1612 
kHz by stations in the Local Government 
Radio Service for the transmission of cer¬ 
tain kinds of information to the traveling 
public. 

1. Notice is hereby given of proposed 
rule amendment in th£ above captioned 
matter. 

2. For some time the Commission, to¬ 
gether with other Federal Government 
agencies, has been study ing the need for 
and feasibility of using low power radio 
transmitters to communicate certain 
kinds of information to travelers. For ex¬ 
ample. radio might be used to alert mo¬ 
torists to road hazards, to inform them 
of available food, gasoline, or lodging, or 
to direct them to local points of interest. 
Also. Federal Government agencies have 
expressed a desire to use radio at parks 
and other notional tourist areas to in¬ 
form and advise travelers and to control 
traffic during emergencies such as forest 
fires. It appears that the use of radio can. 
in many situations, offer significant ad¬ 
vantages over road signs or other methods 
now being used for these purposes. 

3. To thoroughly examine this subject, 
a special ad hoc group was established 
consisting of representatives of the Com¬ 
mission and other Federal Government 
agencies. The group’s recommendations 
form this basis for our proposaLs herein. 


4. The Commission is proposing rules 
to establish a new category of station 
which will use transmitters of approxi¬ 
mately 10 watts output on either of two 
frequencies lust above or one frequency 
just below the AM broadcast band. The 
Commission is proposing the use of these 
frequencies since some limited studies in¬ 
dicate many standard AM broadcast re¬ 
ceivers have the capability of tuning Just 
past the band edges. Therefore, many of 
the owners of vehicles presently equipped 
with AM receivers could Immediately 
utilize this service when it becomes 
available. Also, coaxial cable systems 
buried under roadways and heavily trav¬ 
eled areas such as pathways in parks 
will be authorized if they conform to the 
proposed rules and standards below. 

5. Specifically* we are proposing to 
amend the rules to include provisions for 
& new class of station to be called “Trav¬ 
elers Information Station” to operate on 
530 kHz, 1606 kHz and 1612 kHz. The 530 
kHz frequency is presently a Federal 
Government only frequency: therefore, 
assignments to Travelers Information 
Stations on this frequency should not Im¬ 
pact other Commission licensee*. The 
1606 kHz and 1612 kHz frequencies are 
in the b\nd 1605-1715 kHz which is pres¬ 
ently allorated to the Aeronautical Ra- 
dionAvigation, Fixed. Land Mobile, 1 Mari¬ 
time Mobile and Radiolocation Services. 
However, since the Travelers Information 
Stations will be secondary to stations of 
the primary services, no harmful inter¬ 
ference may be cause to the primary 
services. The intent of this new class of 
station will be to serve the safety and 
convenience of travelers. Therefore, com¬ 
mercial advertising jvill not be allowed 
and ellgiblJI y for o-eration of such sta¬ 
tions will be limited to entities presently 
eligible in the Local Government Radio 
Service, 5 89.251 of the rules. 

6. Transmitter output power will be 
limited to 10 watts. which should provide 
an effective coverage radius in the order 
of 1 mile. Only voice operation will be 
permitted, and the authorized bandwidth 
will be limited to 6 kHz. The technical 
parameters are explained in more detail 
below. The transmitters will be type 
accepted. 

7. Authorizations for Travelers Infor¬ 
mation Stations will be made on three 
frequencies: 530 kHz. 1606 kHz and 1612 
kHz. All assignments to Travelers Infor¬ 
mation Stations on these channels will 
be secondary to o’her services operating 
on these frequencies in accordance with 
the Table of Frequency Allocations. Be¬ 
cause of the shared u«e of these frequen¬ 
cies by Government operations, the Com¬ 
mission will coordinate all applications 
with the Interdepartment Radio AdvLsory 
Committee. 

8. In summary, the Commission be¬ 
lieves the public interest and convenience 
will be served by allowing for the opera¬ 
tion of tiie new class # of station as 
described above. Therefore, wre are pro¬ 
posing to amend Parts 2 and 89 of the

Extension of Time 

By documents appearing at 40 FR 
19495, May 5, 1975, the Board proposed 
a regulation prohibiting the use of cer¬ 
tain credit practices the Federal Trade 
Commission has proposed to declare un¬ 
fair. Written comments were solicited 
to be received not later than June 10. 
1975. Due to the extensive scope of the 
proposed amendments and the fact that 
other consumer credit regulations have 
aUo recently been proposed making 
meaningful comment more difficult, the 
Board hereby extends the comment pe¬ 
riod for the proposed credit practice reg¬ 
ulations until July 10.1975.

Special Procedures 

At a general fesslon of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, held at its office 
In Washington, D.C., on the 10th day of 
June. 1975. 

Procedures for handling general 
freight rate increase proposals have been 
under constant review and revision 
through the years. Improved procedures 
have been developed In an effort to bal¬ 
ance the interests of the carriers, ship¬ 
pers, and the public generally. New 
Procedures In Motor Carrier Rev. Proc.. 
339 IC C. 324, 340 I.C.C. 1. codified 
In Part 1104 of Title 49 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations (CFR), Proce¬ 
dures—Rail Car. General Increase Pro- 
cerdlnas. 349 I.C.C. 22, codified in Part 
1102 of Title 49 of the CFR. Notice of 
Increases in Frt . Rates and Pass. Fares . 
349 I CC. 741. codified os relevant to 
freight rate Increases, as amendments 
t^Parts 1102 and 1104 of Title 49 of the 
CFR. Ex Parte No. 296. Procedures for 
Partial Recoupment of Increased Car¬ 
rier Labor Costs, another proceeding de- 
algned to expedite general rate increase 
cases was instituted by notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking July 2. 1973. and dis¬ 
continued by order dated April 17. 1975. 1 
While the record in Ex Parte 296 did not 
warrant adoption of the proposed ex¬ 
pedited procedures under consideration 
therein, that proceeding has not ended 
our search for improved procedures for 
handling general rate Increase proceed-

lngs in an expeditious manner so as to 
foster sound economic conditions in 
transportation in accordance with the 
National Transportation Policy while 
protecting the statutory rights of 
shippers. 

Although this proceeding Involves pro¬ 
posed permissive general freight increase 
procedures, the Commission is equally 
concerned with encouragement of flexi¬ 
bility of ratemaking insofar as reductions 
are concerned. As an example of this 
concern, the Commission has emphasized 
that, when a carrier proposes to reduce 
a rate to a level which is not below vari¬ 
able costs, it will not ordinarily be sus¬ 
pended if it otherwise appears to be law¬ 
ful. This concept, which has come to be 
known as the “No Suspend Zone** docs 
not deprive the shippers of any statutory 
protection because Commission review’ of 
protested tariff proposals prevents the 
establishment of unreasonable or dis¬ 
criminatory rates or rates which give 
undue preference or advantage to any 
particular person, locality, port, region, 
or description of traffic.* 

The No Suspend Zone concept repre¬ 
sents a policy long adhered to by the 
Commission. For example, a search of 
the Commission's records discloses that 
during the last 4 years only 8 rail pro¬ 
posals were suspended because of alle¬ 
gations of unreasonableness, although 
other alleged violations may* result in 
su.spen c lon. where the cost showing indi¬ 
cated that the reduced rate would equal 
or exceed variable costs. 

The adoption of new policies to guide 
the Commission at the suspension level 
in genera] rate Increase cases is an action 
which might be implemented without 
rulemaking procedures. Ex Parte No. 274 
<Sub-No. 1), Abandonment of Railroad 
Lines affirmed Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania et al. v. United States , et al., 361 
F. Supp. 208. 414 U.S. 1017. Nevertheless, 
In this instance, to afford the Commis¬ 
sion the benefit of views of interested 
parties, we are instituting this proceed¬ 
ing with a view towards the adoption 
of special procedures. Such procedures 
may be utilized by common carriers of 
all modes subject to Commission regula¬ 
tion. except pipelines, once during each 
calendar year to implement general rate 
increases of a limited percentage, not to 
exceed 5-pcrcenL* without suspension but 
subject to possible investigation. The 
keep account and refund conditions we 
propose to attach in connection with use 
of these procedures will protect the pub¬ 
lic from unlawful rates and charges. 
While the act specifically authorizes re¬ 
fund requirements only as to common 
carriers under Part I, 49 U.S.C. 15(7), 
the imposition of refund conditions with 
respect to carriers other than roil has 
been judicially upheld where the car¬ 
riers received a corresponding benefit, 
Admiral-Merchants Motor Freight , /nc., 
et al. v. United States and Interstate 
Commerce Commission , 321 F. Supp. 353.

404 U-S. 802. In addition, the keep ac¬ 
count and refund provisions shall be 
published in the tariffs affected by the 
procedures ultimately adopted. 

As used in this notice of proposed rule¬ 
making. general rate Increases refer to 
those -revenue need proceedings as de¬ 
fined with respect to motor common car¬ 
riers in Ex Parte No. MC-82, Neto Pro¬ 
cedures in Motor Carrier Rev. Proc., su¬ 
pra. and railroads in Ex Parte No. 290 
(Sub-No. I >, Procedures—Rail Car. Gen¬ 
eral Increase Proceedings . supra. The lat¬ 
ter definition, applicable to rail general 
increases, is proposed in this proceeding 
to be applied to common carriers subject 
to Parts m and TV of the Act and to 
those common carriers by motor not 
subject to Ex Parte No. MC-82, supra . 

It appearing, that there is a need for 
the adoption of special rules, permissive 
in nature, governing the filing and proc¬ 
essing of general freight rate increases 
based on revenue need:

§ 1106.1 Filing Oi tariff schedulr*. 

(a) Commencing in calendar year 1976, 
once each year railroads and common 
carriers subject to Parts II. Ill, and IV 
of the Interstate Commerce Act may elect 
to file under this part on statutory notice 
tariff schedules proposing general freight 
increases (85 defined in Part 1102) based 
on revenue need not to exceed 5-percent, 
Tliis election shall be exercised by spe¬ 
cifically noting on the title page of the 
tariff the following:

314 for <Insert calendar year)" 

(b) The tariff schedules filed under the 
authority of Ex Parte No. 314 must con¬ 
tain a refund provision in the following 
terms:

If such verified state¬ 
ments clearly demonstate a revenue 
need equal to or greater than the re¬ 
quested increase (5 percent or less), the 
Commission will permit the schedules to 
become effective on statutory notice, 
subject to passible investigation.

A summary shall be prepared by all 
modes seeking to increase rates under the 
authority of Ex Parte No. 314 as pro¬ 
vided for by Title 49 CFR 1102.1(b) as 
amended by regulations adopted by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on 
May 16.1975. 

§ 1106.4 Service. 

Tariff schedules, verified statements 
and summary’ filed under the authority 
of Ex Parte No. 314 shall be sent by first 
class mail to each party of record in the 
last formal general rate increase pro¬ 
ceeding involving the carriers seeking 
the revenue. If there shall have been no 
such formal proceeding within the last 
5 years, the service requirements of 
9 1100.22 shall be observed. The original 
and 24 copies of each verified statement 
and summary and 25 copies of the tariff 
shall be filed with the Secretary, Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission. Washing¬ 
ton. D.C. 20423. In addition, for the Com¬ 
mission’s official use 2 copies of the tariff 
for each agency in whose behalf the 
tariff publication Is issued shall be filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. Bureau of Traffic, Washington. D.C. 
20423. One copy of the tariff, each veri¬ 
fied statement and summary shall be 
sent by first class mall to each of the 
Regional Offices of the Commission where 
it will be open to public inspection. And 
one copy of the tariff, verified statement 
and summary shall be sent by first class 


mail to the State regulatory agency re¬ 
sponsible for such matters in States 
served by the carrier and affected by the 
proposal. 

g 1106.3 Protr»t4. 

Persons opposing general freight rate 
increases proposed under the authority 
of Ex Parte No. 314 either in whole or in 
part. as. for example, its application to 
particular commodities or its effect on 
port relationships, may file protests. 
Protests may be verified or unverified. A 
copy of each such protest should be 
served upon the tariff filing agent and 
the original and 24 copies of each such 
document shall be filed with the Secre¬ 
tary. Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Washington. D.C. 20423, except that a 
lesser number of copies may be filed 
upon an allegation of good cause. Pro¬ 
tests to be assured of consideration must 
be received by the Commission 12 days 
prior to the effective date of the tariff. 
Further, all protests should make refer¬ 
ence to Ex Parte No. 314 and specifically 
identify the tariff being protested. 

g 1106.6 Rejection* 

Tariffs filed under the authority of Ex 
Parte No. 314 that do not conform to the 
regulations set forth In this part will be 
rejected. 

§ 1106.7 Investigation. 

(a) Tariffs filed under the authority 
of Ex Parte No. 314 may. upon the exer¬ 
cise of the Commission’s discretion be 
made subject to Investigation either in 
their entirety or in part. 

<b> Such investigations will be sub¬ 
ject to an expedited procedure requiring 
carrier respondents to submit their en¬ 
tire evidentiary case in verified state¬ 
ment form 10 days after the service of 
the Investigation order. 

The verified statements may differ 
from those initially filed in support of 
the proposal in that they may be framed 
so as to counter allegations contained in 
the protests. If the tariffs are ordered 
into investigation in their entirety, serv¬ 
ice must be made by respondents upon 
all protestants. If the investigation is 
limited to specific tariff items or other¬ 
wise restricted, service must be made by 
respondents upon those persons protest¬ 
ing the matters placed in issue. 

<c> Protestants within 5 days follow¬ 
ing receipt of respondents’ filings, as 
specified above, must notify the Com¬ 
mission of their continued interest in the 
matter under Investigation and whether 
or not oral hearing is desired; and if oral 
hearing Is requested, the reasons for 
such request. Thereafter, a procedural 
order will be entered either assigning 
the investigation for oral hearing or di¬ 
recting protestants to submit their reply 
verified statements 30 days from serv¬ 
ice of the procedural order. 

<d) The respondents shall have the 
burden of proof as the proponent of the 
change in rates. 

g 1106.8 Keep arcouni order. 

Investigation proceedings, instituted 
as a result of Ex Parte No. 314 filings, 
shall be subject to an order directing 


carriers Involved to keep accurate ac¬ 
count in detail of all amounts received 
by reason of such Increase under investi¬ 
gation. specifying by whom and In whose 
behalf such amounts are paid. Upon 
completion of the investigation the car¬ 
riers. who shall have had the burden of 
proof, may be further order be required 
to refund, with — percent interest, to 
the persons in whose behalf such 
amounts were paid, such portion of the 
increase as by the decision in the investi¬ 
gation proceeding shall be found not 
justified. 

g 1106.9 Sprrial prrmfoMon and fourth 
irction relief. 

Relief from outstanding orders, tariff 
publishing regulations and the Fourth 
Section, 49 U.S.C. 4, need not be re¬ 
quested in advance of a tariff filed under 
the authority of Ex Parte No. 314. Car¬ 
riers seeking such affirmative relief 
should so state in their verified state¬ 
ments submitted in accordance with 
4 1106.2. 

And it further appearing. That under 
the above procedures, optional in nature 
all persons having an Interest in surface 
transportation Industry will benefit. 

A. Shippers will benefit: 

( 1 ) By knowing with certainty 30 days 
in advance of rate changes and thus be in 
a position to make necessary adjustments 
in their transportation requirements; 

(2) By having the right to refunds 
from all modes, a right presently limited 
to apply only in connection with tariff 
filings by Part I carriers. 

(3) By being assured a stable transpor¬ 
tation industry able to meet the needs of 
commerce while at the same time losing 
none of the protection afforded by the 
Interstate Commerce Act from unreason¬ 
able rates or rates that are otherwise 
declared unlawful by the Act. 

B. Carriers will benefit: 

(1) By having at their election an ex¬ 
pedited procedure to meet legitimate 
revenue needs. 

(2) By being relieved, in cetraln in¬ 
stances, from more stringent and costly 
evidentiary requirements. 

C. The general public will benefit : 

By greaetr stability In ratemaking and 
improved financial health of carriers, 
which should result In better service. 

D. The Commission will benefit: 

By being able to process general freight 
rate increases in a more orderly and ex¬ 
peditious manner; 

Accordingly. 

It is ordered. That a proceeding be. 
and it is hereby, instituted with the ob¬ 
jective of promulgating the special op¬ 
tional procedures set forth above.

REGULATION S-X 
Proposed Minor Amendments 
I. Introduction 

Since the Issuance of Accounting Sc¬ 
ries Release (ASR) No. 147 (October 5, 
1973) [38 FR 292161 requiring additional 
disclosure about leases, ASR No. 148 (No¬ 
vember 13, 1973) 138 FR 324391 regard¬ 
ing disclosure of compensating balances 
and short-term borrowing arrangements, 
and ASR No. 149 ' November 28. 1973) 138 
FR 33282) setting forth improved dis¬ 
closure requirements for income tax ex¬ 
pense items, registrants have pointed out 
certain editorial inconsistencies or am¬ 
biguities in the associated Regulation 
S-X [17 CFR Part 2101 rule changes and 
guidelines. Registrants also noted that 
a materiality test in ASR No. 149 results 
in disclosure of «fe minimus amounts and 
that ASR No. 148 disclosures are not re¬ 
quired for several types of companies 
covered by separate rule sections in Reg¬ 
ulation S-X. This release proposes rule 
changes to correct such Items as well as 
making an editorial change in one of the 
ASR No. 148 guidelines. 

II Discussion or Proposed Amendments 

Most of the proposed amendments con¬ 
stitute minor editorial changes. How¬ 
ever, the following proposals constitute 
changes in the substance of existing 

requirements. 

A Rule 3-16(0X1) 117 CFR 210.3-16 
[o) <1) ] would be amended to avoid dis¬ 
closure of immaterial components of de¬ 
ferred tax expense. 

B. Rule 5-02-25 [17 CFR 210.502-251 
would be amended to require disclosure 
of borrowing* and short-term borrowing 
rates from factors and other financial 
Institutions In addition to banks and 
commercial paper holders as presently 
required. 

C. Article 6 (Management Investment 
Companies) (55 210.6-01 to 210.6-101, 
Article 6B 'Face Amount Certificate In¬ 
vestment Companies) [§1210.6-20 to 

210.6-24], and Article 7A (Life Insur¬ 
ance Companies) C|f210.7A-01 to 


210.7A-061 would be amended to include 
many of the disclosures now required by 
ASR No. 148 for other types of com¬ 
panies. 

m. Commission Action

If present In regard to the person for 
which the financial statements are filed, 
the following shall be set forth on the 
face of the appropriate statement or in 
notes appropriately captioned and re¬ 
ferred to in such statement The infor¬ 
mation shall be provided for each state¬ 
ment required to be filed, except that the 
Information required by paragraphs <c), 
<e>. (f). (g)(3), <h>, (i), (k). and <p) 
of tills section shall be provided as of the 
most recent audited balance sheet and 
any subsequent unaudited balance sheet 
being filed. When specific statements arc 
presented separately the pertinent notes 
shall be attached unless cross-refer¬ 
encing is appropriate.

(o) Income tax expense. (1) Disclosure 
shall be made, in the income statement 
or a note thereto, of the components of 
income tax expense. Including (i) taxes 
currently payable; (li) the net tax ef¬ 
fects. as applicable, of (a) timing differ¬ 
ences (Indicate separately the amount 
of the estimated tax effect of each of the 
various types of timing differences, such 
as depreciation, research and develop¬ 
ment expense, warranty costs, etc. If the 
net tax effect of each type of timing dif¬ 
ference is not more than five percent of 
the amount computed by multiplying the 
Income before tax by the applicable stat¬ 
utory Federal income tax rate and if the 
aggregate amount of the tax effect of 
timing differences is less than five per¬ 
cent of such computed amount, disclo¬ 
sure of each of the separate types of tim¬ 
ing differences may be omitted.) and <b) 
operating losses; and (111) the net de¬ 
ferred investment tax credits. Amounts 
applicable to the United States Federal 
income taxes, to foreign income taxes and 
to other income taxes shall be stated sep¬ 
arately for each major component. 
Amounts applicable to foreign or other 
income taxes which are less than five 
percent of the total of the major com¬ 
ponent need not be separately disclosed. 


(2) If it Is expected that the cash out¬ 
lay for income taxes with respect to any 
of the succeeding three years will sub¬ 
stantially exceed income tax expense for 
such year, that fact should be disclosed 
together with the approximate amount 
of the excess, the year (or years) of oc¬ 
currence and the reasons therefor. 

<3) Provide a reconciliation between 
the amount of reported total income tax 
expense and the amount computed by 
multiplying the income before tax by 
the applicable statutory Federal income 
tax rate, showing the estimated dollar 
amount of each of the underlying causes 
for the difference. If no individual recon¬ 
ciling item amounts to more than five 
percent of the amount computed by mul¬ 
tiplying the Income before tax by the 
applicable statutory Federal income tax 
rate, and the total difference to be recon¬ 
ciled is less than five percent of such 
computed amount, no reconciliation need 
be provided unless It would be Significant 
in appraising the trend of earnings. Rec¬ 
onciling items that are individually less 
than five percent of the computed 
amount may be aggregated in the recon¬ 
ciliation. The reconciliation may be pre¬ 
sented in percentages rather than in dol¬ 
lar amounts. Where the reporting person 
is a foreign entity, the income tax rate 
in that person's country of domicile 
should normally be used in making the 
above computation, but different rates 
should not be used for subsidiaries or 
other segments of a reporting entity. 
When the rate used by a reporting for¬ 
eign person Is other than the United 
States Federal corporate income tax 
rate, the rate used and the basis for 
using such rate shall be disclosed.

(q) Leased assets and lease commit¬ 
ments. Any contractual arrangement 
which has the economic characteristics 
of a lease, such as a "heat supply con¬ 
tract" for nuclear fuel, shall be consid¬ 
ered a lease for purposes of this rule. 
Leases covering oil and gas production 
rights and mineral and Umber rights are 
not to be considered leases for purposes 
of this rule. For purposes of this rule, a 
financing lease is defined as a lease 
which, during the noncancelable lease 
period, either: covers 75 percent or more 
of the economic life of the property, or 
has terms which assure the lessor a full 
recovery of the fair market value (which 
would normally be represented by his 
Investment) of the property at the in¬ 
ception of the lease plus a reasonable 
return on the use of the assets invested 
subject only to limited risk in the reali¬ 
zation of the residua] interest in the 
property and Uje credit risks generally 
associated with secured loans. The dis¬ 
closures set forth under paragraph (q) 
(1) and (2> of this section are required 
if gross rental expense in the most re¬ 
cent fiscal year exceeds one percent of 
consolidated revenues. 

(1) Total rental expense 'reduced by 
rentals from subleases, with disclosure 
of such amounts) entering into the de¬ 
termination of results of operations for 
each period for which an Income state¬ 
ment is required shall be disclosed. Ren¬ 
tal payments under short-term leases 
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for a month or less which are not ex¬ 
pected to be renewed need not be in¬ 
cluded. Contingent rentals, such as those 
based upon usage or sales shall be re¬ 
ported separately from the basic or mini¬ 
mum rentals. Rentals on noncapitalized 
financing leases shall be shown sepa¬ 
rately for both categories of rentals re¬ 
ported.

Final Criteria for Funding of Application* 
for Fiscal Year 1975 

On page 13022 of the Federal Register 
of March 24, 1975 there were published 
Proposed Criteria for Funding of Appli¬ 
cations for Fiscal Year 1975. Interested 
persons were given 30 days in which to 
submit written comments, suggestions, or 
objections regarding the proposed crite¬ 
ria. Written comments were subsequent¬ 
ly received and considered. 

A. Summary of Comments—Office of 
Education Response 

The following written comments were 
received by the Office of Education re¬ 
garding the proposed funding criteria. 
After a summary’ of each comment, a re¬ 
sponse is set forth stating the changes 
which have been made in the funding 
criteria or the reason why no change is 
deemed necessary. 

Comment . One common tor recom¬ 
mended that criterion (a) (10) be deleted 
as being "unnecessary, ambiguous and 
possibly discriminatory/' The comments 
mentioned that by retaining this crite¬ 
rion, undue advantage would be given to 
established programs over new programs. 

Response. New programs are not ex¬ 
cluded from consideration for funding in 
the criteria If a convincing case can be 
made that they are addressed to meeting 
a serious local, state, regional, or na¬ 
tional need for public service education. 
Moreover new programs would not be 
expected to demonstrate a successful 
placement record of graduates. 

Comment. The same commentor main¬ 
tains that criterion (a) (14)(1) should 
also be deleted because It gives unfair 
advantage to established, on-going pro¬ 
grams. He suggests that innovative insti¬ 
tutions or programs now being designed 
should receive equal consideration. 


Response. The response given to the 
first comment is equally applicable here. 
Moreover, criterion (a) (14) (ill) does pro¬ 
vide priority to "Programs of an especial¬ 
ly imaginative or innovative value which 
give promise of leading to significant im¬ 
provement of university education for 
the public service/* 

Comment. This commentor states that 
the criterion (b)(2). w’hlch indicates that 
the fellowship will be awarded to “re¬ 
cent college graduates" should be deleted 
as discriminatory to mature students. 

Response. 8ection 942 of Title DC states 
specifically that the fellowships should 
be allocated to "attract recent college 
graduates to pursue a career in public 
service/' This legislative requirement has 
been interpreted to permit the award of 
fellowships to persons who have com¬ 
pleted a baccalaureate degree within the 
past five years. Exceptions extending this 
period for an additional two years may 
be made for those whose career prepara¬ 
tion has been delayed by military or other 
comparable service (e.g.. Peace Corps, 
VISTA). 

Comment. One commentor states that 
the training programs should be designed 
to meet present labor conditions and de¬ 
mands through prior planning and con¬ 
sultation with public service officials es¬ 
pecially to assure that Intership assign¬ 
ments for fellows have been assessed for 
their practicability by personnel officials. 

Response. It is believed that criteria 
(a) (4) and (a) (5) should be adequate to 
meet this concern. 

B. The criteria set forth below are 
herebv adopted for purposes of making 
awards in FY 1975 for the Public Service 
Grant and Fellowship Programs. 

Effective Date. The Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making was transmitted to Con¬ 
gress on March 19. 1975 pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 431(d) of the General Education 
Provisions Act. (20 U.S.C. 1233(d)). The 
time period set forth therein for con¬ 
gressional action has expired without 
such action having been taken. Since no 
substantive changes have been made in 
the Notice of Proposed Rule Making, 
these criteria shall become effective on 
June 17. 1975.

PUBLIC SERVICE EDUCATION INSTITU¬ 
TIONAL GRANTS AND FELLOWSHIPS 

Title IX. Part A of the Higher Educa¬ 
tion Act of 1965 (20 U.8.C. 1134) au¬ 
thorizes a program of institutional grants 
to establish, strengthen and improve pro¬ 
grams designed to prepare graduate and 
professional students for public service. 
Title IX, Part C of the Act (20 U.8.C. 
11341) authorizes a fellowship program 
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for the support of graduate and profes¬ 
sional students preparing for public serv¬ 
ice careers. Institutions applying for an 
allocation of Part C fellowships must be 
approved for that purpose under the cri¬ 
teria set forth below in paragraph (a).

Tlie criteria read as follows: 

(а) Funding criteria applicable to appli¬ 
cations for grants under Part A and for allo¬ 
cations of fellow&htps under Part C. 

The Commissioner will approve applica¬ 
tions under Title IX, Parts A and C. of the 
Higher Education Act of 1065 on the basis 
of the following criteria: 

(1) The extent to which the proposed pro¬ 
gram has as a principal objective the educa¬ 
tion of persons for the public service. 

(2) The extent to which a significant long 
term need for public service education is ad¬ 
dressed by the proposed program. 

(3) The extent to which it I* demonstrated 
that the proposed program will achieve iu 
objectives. 

(4) The extent to which relevant, super¬ 
vised proctlcum and internship experiences 
are Integrated Into the proposed program of 
training. 

(5) The extent to which it is expected that 
the proposed program will establish arrange¬ 
ments with government agencies or jurisdic¬ 
tions, or other non-profit agencies for such 
activities as personnel exchange, field work, 
and program advisement. 

(б) The extent to which the background, 
education, research interests, and experi¬ 
ence of the faculty and administrative staff 
of the proposed program qualify them to 
plan and Implement a successful program 
of public service education. 

(7) The extent to which the named direc¬ 
tor of the proposed program has clear re¬ 
sponsibilities and sufficient time to devote 
to the program. 

(8) The extent to which other Institu¬ 
tional resources (such as facilities, equip¬ 
ment. libraries, etc.) are adequate to support 
the proposed program. 

(0) The extent to which there Is substan¬ 
tial evidence of a realistic commitment to 
the education for the public service by those 
most involved in the proposed program. In¬ 
cluding the Institution's administration. 

(10) The extent to which specific evidence 
is provided which demonstrates past success 
of graduates from the program in achieving 
leadership and management positions m 
public service careers. 

(11) The extent to which the proposed 
program budget Is realistic In relation to the 
successful Implementation of the proposed 
program. 

(12) The extent to which procedures are 
planned to measure the cffectl vcnciw and 
success of the proposed program. 

(13) The extent to which it Is unlikely 
that the program will be supported from 
other Federal funding. 

(14) In addition to the above criteria, pri¬ 
ority will be given to: 

(I) Established, on-going public service 
programs However, consideration will be 
accorded to some new programs if a con¬ 
vincing case can be made for their estab¬ 
lishment In meeting a serious local, state, 
regional, or national need for public service’ 
education. 

(II) Programs that emphasise the prepa¬ 
ration of students for service in local or state 
government. However, consideration will also 
be given to a few selected exemplary pro¬ 
grams which emphasize the preparation of 
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persons for careers In the Federal govern¬ 
ment. 

(HI) Programs of an especially Imaginative 
or innovative nature which give promise of 
leading to significant improvement of uni¬ 
versity education for the public service. 

(Iv) Programs which attempt to place 
graduates in areas where delivery of public 
services is ineffective. 

(b) Funding criteria applicable only to the 
Part C Fellowship Program. 

Under Port C, the Commissioner will allo¬ 
cate fellowships on the basis of the following 
criteria; 

(1) whether the allocation will provide, as 
far as practicable, an equitable distribution 
of such fellowships throughout the United 
States; and 

(2) the extent to which the Institution 
will recommend to the Commissioner for 
fellowship awards recent college graduates 
and will encourage these students to pursue 
careen in public service. In this context, 
"recent colloge graduate" shall mean a per¬ 
son who hsui completed a baccalaureate de¬ 
gree within the past five years. However, ex¬ 
ceptions extending this period for an addi¬ 
tional two years may be made for those 
whose career preparation has been delayed 
by military or other comparable service (e.g. 
Peace Corps, VISTA).

Order Dismissing Complaint 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office In Washington. D.C., 
on the 1 ith day of June 1975. 

By tariff revisions * 1 marked to become 
effective June 12. 1975, American Air¬ 
lines. Inc. (American) proposes to add 
a round-trip GIT fare of $140.00 for 
groups of 100 or more in the New York- 
San Juan market. The fare will be avail¬ 
able for travel between 2 p.m.. Mon¬ 
day and 2 p.m.. Friday during the period 
September 11, 1975 through June 24. 
1976, except over the Thanksgiving and 
year-end holiday seasons which are 
blacked-out. The fare provides a 25 per¬ 
cent discount from the normal day coach 
fare, and requires a minimum ground 
tour purchase of $50.00 plus $10.00 for 
each night the tour exceeds three nights. 

In support of Us proposal. American 
notes that New York-San Juan traffic 
has declined 11 percent In the past two 
years, and that It has been advised by 
tour operators that one reason for the 
slump Is the lack of on adequate GIT 
fare at an appropriately low level. It 
estimates that It will carry 15,725 pas¬ 
sengers (one group per day during the 
157 days the fare Is available), of which 
33 percent will be newly generated, and 
that it will realize a net revenue benefit 
of $75,000.00. 

Eastern Air Lines. Inc. (Eastern) has 
filed a complaint against the proposal as¬ 
serting inter alia that, since the Board 
has ruled in the Mainland U^S.-Puerto 
Rico/Virgin Islands Fares case that all 
currently effective promotional fares 
are unjust and unreasonable and should 
be canceled.' it should not permit 
American's fare to become effective, 
.particularly since a final decision In the 
proceeding is still pending before the 
Board. Eastern also alleges that Ameri¬ 
can has failed to support its 33 percent 
generation estimate, contending that the . 
proposed fare will result in far more di¬

version of existing traffic than American 
has acknowledged. 

Upon consideration of the proposal, 
the complaint and answer thereto, and 
all other relevant matters, the Board 
finds that the complaint does not set 
forth sufficient facts to warrant 
investigation. 

In finding discount fares previously of¬ 
fered in this market unlawful, the Board 
did not Intend to preclude carriers 
from experimenting with reasonably 
structured promotional fares. American's 
instant proposal is specifically tailored 
to appeal to tour operators who can be 
expected to merchandise tour programs 
built around this fare. By the same token, 
the various restrictions built Into use of 
the fare should forestall significant di¬ 
version of existing normal-fare travel. 
In any event, we would expect American 
and other carriers offering this fare to 
monitor its results on a continuing basis 
and to take whatever action is necessary 
(including cancellation) should the 
fare prove to be unproductive of new 
traffic. 

Accordingly, pursuant to the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958, and particularly 
sections 204(a), 403, 404. and 1003 
thereof, 

It is ordered . That: 

1. The complaint of Eastern Air Lines, 
Inc., in Docket 27885 be and hereby is 
dismissed; and 

2. Copies of this order be served upon

Phase 4—Joint Fares; Order 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office in Washington, D.C. 
on the 12th day of June 1975. 

By Order 75-4-138. April 29. 1975, the 
Board proposed to modify the Joint Fares 
order * to provide for exceptions to tbe 
requirements therein that dlvisons of all 
joint fares be cost-based. This action was 
in response to a request by Northwest 
Airlines, Inc. (Northwest), that it would 
be difficult for the carriers to develop 
new competitive promotional fores and 
maintain others, if revenues from these 
fares had to be divided in accordance 
with the cost-based divisions required 
by Order 74-12-108. Accordingly, we 
proposed to modify that order to provide 
the carriers flexibility with regard to the 
division of revenue from nonmandatory 
Joint fares such as Joint promotional dis¬ 
count fares. 

On May 9. 1975. Eastern Air Lines. 
Inc., filed an objection to our proposal 


1 Order 74-12-106, December 37, 1274. 
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stating that the modification was am¬ 
biguous in that, as presently worded, in 
addition to excepting promotional joint 
discount fares from cost-based divisions, 
it would also exclude first-class fares. 
Eastern notes that this was not the in¬ 
tent of Northwest's petition and there¬ 
fore seeks clarification of the proposed 
modification to make certain that first- 
class fares are not excluded from the 
cost-based division formula. 

On May 16. 1975, Northwest filed an 
answer supporting Eastern's objections 
and requesting the Board to make final 
the findings and conclusions contained 
in Order 75-4-138 modified as suggested 
by Eastern. No other responses have been 
received. 

Upon consideration of these responses, 
we will modify our proposal In Order 75- 
4-138, to make it clear that divisions 
of revenues from joint first-class fares 
are not to be excluded from the cost- 
based division requirements of the Phase 
4 decision. The entire thrust of North¬ 
west's petition concerned the Impact 
that cost-based divisions would have on 
the development and maintenance of 
promotional discount fares, and it is our 
intent that only those fares be excluded 
from cost-based divisions. Since the 
modifications are of a clarifying nature, 
we will reaffirm and adopt the findings 
and conclusions set forth in Order 75-4- 
138. 

Accordingly, pursuant to the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958. and particularly 
sections 102. 204<a), 403. 404. and 1002 
thereof. 

It is ordered, That: 

1. Paragraph 6 of Order 74-12-108 is 
hereby amended to read: *On and after 
April 29. 1975. divisions of the joint fares 
for first-class service and the classes of 
service required by and enumerated in 
ordering paragraph 2 of this order 
(whether such fanes are at or below the 
maximum levels prescribed in paragraph 
1 of this order) for transportation of 
persons by the trunk and local service 
carrier parties to this investigation be¬ 
tween points served by said carriers in 
the 48 contiguous states and the District 
of Columbia shall be based on the rela¬ 
tive costs for the distances flown by each 
carrier participating In the Interline 
carriage.” 

2. This order shall be served upon Al¬ 
legheny Airlines, Inc.. American Airlines. 
Inc., BranlfT Airways. Inc., Continental 
Air Lines. Inc., Delta Air Lines, Inc., 
Eastern Air Lines, Inc., Frontier Airlines, 
Inc., Hughes Air Corp., National Airlines, 
Inc., North Central Airlines, Inc..

Order Relating to North Atlantic Passenger’ 
Fares 

Adopted by Civil Aeronautics 

Board at its office in Washington. D.C., 
on the 12th day of June 1975. 

An agreement has been filed with the 
Board, pursuant to section 412<a) of the 
Federal Avlatton Act of 1958 (the Act) 
and Part 281 of the Board's Economic 
Regulations, between various air carriers, 
foreign air carriers, and other carriers, 
embodied in the resolutions of the Joint 
Traffic Conferences of the International 
Air Transport Association (IATA). 

The agreement increases affinity and 
incentive group fares over those previ¬ 
ously disapproved from the United States 
to points in Spain. Portugal, Madeira Is¬ 
lands. Canary Islands and the Azores by 
$10 In the winter and shoulder seasons 
and by $6 in the peak summer season. 
The increases reflect the outcome of bi¬ 
lateral discussions held in Washington, 
D.C. on May 12-13. 1975, between repre¬ 
sentatives of the Governments of Spain 
and the United States. 

We approve the instant agreement for 
effect through March 1976, consistent 
with the bilateral accommodation. How¬ 
ever, In doing so. we note that the fares, 
although somewhat increased, neverthe¬ 
less continue the disparity vis-a-vis sim¬ 
ilar fares to other European points which 
prompted our disapproval of the previ¬ 
ous IATA agreement, and reiterate our 
concern with continuance of this situa¬ 
tion beyond the upcoming year. The fares 
are. of course, in Issue In the North At - 
lantic Fares Investigation . recently in¬ 
stituted by Order 75-6-42. 

The Board, acting pursuant to sections 
102, 204(a) and 412(b) of the Act. makes 
the following finding: 

It Is not found that resolution JT12 
(Mail 865)002y, Incorporated In Agree¬ 
ment C.A.B. 25155. Is adverse to the pub¬ 
lic interest or In violation of the Act 

Accordingly, it is ordered. That: 

Agreement C.A.B. 25155 be and hereby 
is approved.

JAPAN ORIGINATING CONTRACT BULK 
INCLUSIVE TOUR FARES 

Requests To Engage in Discussions; Order 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
at its office in Washington. D.C., on the 
12th day of June 1975. 

On February 28, 1975. Pan American 
World Airways. Inc. (Pan American) 
filed a tariff for effect April 1,1975, which 
reduced the IATA-agreed and Board- 
approved contract bulk Inclusive tour 
fares (CBIT) applicable from Japan to 


the United States and return. The tariff 
was filed to meet fares being charged by 
non-IATA carriers serving the market, 
and has since been matched by ail 
carriers. 1 

By petition dated April 28. 1975. Pan 
American requests that the Board au¬ 
thorize discussions with representatives 
of Japan Air Lines Company, Ltd. (JAL), 
Northwest Airlines. Inc. (Northwest*, 
and any other Interested carriers regard¬ 
ing these fares with a view toward reach¬ 
ing an agreement on fares. Pan Ameri¬ 
can indicates that, while the discussions 
could normally be held within the IATA 
framework. Northwest is not a member 
of LATA and therefore specific Board 
approval is required. 

Pan American states that the Japanese 
government attempted to reject its tariff 
but failed to do so within the time period 
required by the bilateral air transport 
agreement; that the Japanese Civil Aero¬ 
nautics Bureau recommended that it en¬ 
gage in discussions with other carriers 
to resolve the matter: that the problem 
facing Pan American is that the legally 
applicable fares arc not being adhered 
to by other carriers, and that neither 
Japan Air Lines nor Northwest has in¬ 
dicated a willingness to join in its request. 

On May 1,1975. Northwest filed in sup¬ 
port of Pan American's request stating 
that the Japanese CAB has not yet for¬ 
mally approved the new fares and the 
procedural step of a carrier meeting will 
be necessary to permit implementation 
of the fares in Japan. In a document filed 
May 7. 1975, Japan Air Lines strongly 
endorses the request for authorization to 
hold discussions, although it does not 
concur in many of the statements made 
by Pan American. JAL cites two letters 
directed to the carriers urging them to 
resolve the Issue as promptly as possible 
as evidence of the interest of the Govern¬ 
ment of Japan in this matter. 

Upon consideration of the requests, we 
have concluded to authorize discussions, 
to be held In Japan among all interested 
parties, looking toward resolution of the 
limited Issue of fares to apply to contract 
bulk inclusive tour travel originating in 
Japan and destined to the United States 
and return. The request for such intcr- 
carrier meetings stems from the desire 
of the Japanese Government that the 
carriers reach agreement among them¬ 
selves prior to approval of tariffs filed in 
that country and since the fares in issue 
arc available by their terms only tor 
travel originating in Japan, the ITS. 
traveling public will not be materially 
affected. 

Accordingly , it is ordered, that: 

1. Pan American World Airways. Inc. 
Northwest Airlines. Inc. and Japan Air 
Lines Company. Ltd. may engage In dis¬ 
cussions among themselves and with any 
other interested carriers for a period ex¬ 
piring June 30,1975, in an effort to satis¬ 
factorily resolve the problems of contract 
bulk inclusive tour fares available for

On March 31. 1975. the City of Win¬ 
field, Kansas (Winfield) filed a Petition 
for the transfer of natural gas. In which 
It requests the Commission to order 
Arkansas Louisiana Oas Company' 
(Arkla) to permit the transfer of gas 
volumes currently being delivered to one 
of its electric generating plants (Plant 
No. 1 > to an allegedly more efficient gen¬ 
erating plant (Plant No. 2). Winfield 
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further alleges that this shifting of 
volumes would result in a savings of up 
to 1,000 Mcf per day during the summer 
peak demand period, and that at no time 
would the gas consumption exceed the 
allocated amount to both plants under 
Arkla's curtailment plan. The petition 
for relief was filed with the understand¬ 
ing that if relief was granted it would 
not affect the allocation of gas to each 
power plant under Priority 4 of Arkla's 
curtailment plan. 

Currently. Winfield’s two plants each 
use, on the average, more than 1,500 
Mcf per day but less than 3,000 Mcf per 
day. However. Winfield states that Plant 
No. 1 can only generate 172.000 kw. of 
electric power with 3.000 Mcf per day, 
whereas Plant No. 2 can generate 246,000 
kw. under the same circumstances. Win¬ 
field thus asserts that the transfer 
should be permitted In order that it can 
use its gas allocation in the most efficient 
way. 

On April 28. 1975, Arkla filed a petition 
for leave to intervene herein, asserting 
sufficient interest in the proceeding as 
the pipeline from whom the transfer of 
volumes Is requested. In its intervention 
petition, Arlda raised some questions 
which, along with our initial analysis of 
Winfield’s filing, causes us to believe 
that there are factual and legal issues 
which require resolution in an evidenti¬ 
ary hearing herein. Therefore we will or¬ 
der such a hearing and grant the Inter¬ 
vention of Arkla. 

The Commission finds: (1) Good cause 
exists to order a formal hearing to de¬ 
termine the propriety of permitting the 
transfer of volumes delivered by Arkla 
to Winfield from one of Winfield’s two 
electric generating plants to the other. 

(2) The participation of Arkla in the 
instant proceeding may be In the public 
Interest.

particularly Sections 4. 5, and 15, thereof, 
and the Commission's Rules of Practice 
and Procedure, a hearing shall be held

D.C. 20426, 
concerning the propriety of permitting 
the transfer of gas volumes delivered to 
Winfield by Arkla from Winfield's Plant 
No. 1 to Plant No. 2 as requested in Win¬ 
field's petition for transfer of natural gas. 

(B» On or before July 1.1975, Winfield 
shall file and serve its testimony and ex¬ 
hibits comprising its case-ln-chief upon 
all parties to this proceeding including 
Commission Stair.

1 The contract also pro¬ 
vides for continuation of the existing ar¬ 
rangement whereby CP&L sells deficiency 
energy to SEPA's preference customers 
whenever energy is not available to said 
customers from the Kerr Project. 

Public notice of CP&L's April 1, 1974. 
filing was issued with comments, pro¬ 
tests or petitions to intervene due on or 
before April 25, 1974. No pleadings were 
timely filed in response to such notice. 
However, on January 13, 1975. North 
Carolina Electric Membership Corpora¬ 
tion and Four County Electric Member¬ 
ship Corporation filed a Joint Petition to 
Intervene in these proceedings. Good 
cause appearing, said petition shall be 
granted, as hereinafter ordered. 

By order issued December 12, 1974, the 
Commission accepted the subject con¬ 
tract for filing, suspended the use thereof 
for one day until December 13.

Public notice of Philadelphia's filing 
was Issued on April 24, 1975, with com¬ 
ments, protests or petitions to intervene 
due on or before May 14.1975.

When 
GuU. ct al/s leasehold expires on 
July 14, 1975, the mineral rights, includ¬ 
ing the rights to natural gas production 
shall revert to the reversionary mineral 
interest owners, 1 (hereinafter referred to 
as Southland, ct al .). 

Presently, Gulf, cf of., make percent¬ 
age-type sales to Warren Petroleum 
Company, a Division of Gulf Oil Cor¬ 
poration < Warren), of certain quantities 
of casinghead gas produced from said 
Crane County acreage.

cedure Act provides that. “• • • matter 
reasonably available to the class of per- 
sons affected thereby is deemed pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Register when in¬ 
corporated by reference therein with the 
approval of the Director of the Federal 
Register."

Notice of Correspondence Received in 
Response to Staff Inquiry 

The Securities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion today released the text of a letter 
received from the Consolidated Tape As¬ 
sociation (“CTA") in response to a staff 
letter making inquiry of the CTA of the 
reasons for the delay in the full imple¬ 
mentation of Phase II of the consolidated 
transaction reporting system contem¬ 
plated by the Joint industry plan declared 
effective under Securities Exchange Act 
Rule 17a-15. 1 The text of the CTA's letter 
to the staff follows:

Dza* Mi. Pickahd: In your letter to me of 
March 3, 1976. you rlined five questions per¬ 
taining to the operational delay and status 
of vendor ©on tracts of the Consolidated Tape 
Association. The last paragraph of your let¬ 
ter. defining the three elements which the 
Commission considers essential to the com¬ 
mencement of Phase II of the Plan (Network 
A. Network B. and the High Speed Line), 
helped to clarify several of the contractual 
Issues which were bothering us. Subsequent 
discussions with SEC stall members have 
given us added direction on other Issues, 
and this 1 a reflected in the responses to your 
questions Inflow, particularly numbers four 
and five: 

Quesfton 1, Why has testing between Plan 
Participants and 31AC exceeded the time 
originally projected for such testing? 
Please explain when such testing com¬ 
menced. why such testing did not com¬ 
mence earlier, the te&u which have yet 
to be conducted and the time by which 
it is expected that they will be com¬ 
pleted. 


The testing between Plan Participants and 
8IAC exceeded the time originally projected 
for such testing because of: (a) the length 
of time required to surface outstanding 
technical and procedural Issues, which then 
needed definition, evaluation and formula¬ 
tion of solutions, (b) the delays In delivery 
and installation of communications lines 
and hardware to Participants and BIAC by 
various vendors, (c) the difficulty in estab¬ 
lishing a practical CT8 phase-in and Im¬ 
plementation plan which satisfied all tech¬ 
nical and policy considerations and. (d) the 
diversity among all parties in relation to 
their levels of technical readiness to move 
forward with the overall system testing 
efforts. 

Because of the delays in delivery and in¬ 
stallation of some of the Participants* com¬ 
munication lines and hardware, the com¬ 
munications line and protocol testing began 
approximately one month later than the 
original November 23rd target date. The data 
tests could only begin after tbe previous 
testa were successfully completed and all 
Participant communication lines “stabilized” 
In terms of transmission quality. The data

tests originally scheduled for early Novem¬ 
ber were rescheduled because of this slippage 
to late December and were finally started in 
mid-January. 

Remaining tests to be conducted are the 
fallback and switchover tests which were 
originally scheduled to start In mid-January 
but actually started In early March. This 
testing activity will be completed by the 
end of April. 

Question 2. What period of time was origi¬ 
nally scheduled for the “final shakedown 
testing period * mentioned In your letter 
of February 19. 1975, why has It been 
rescheduled over a longer period than 
originally planned and In what manner 
will such testing “be more thorough 
than originally thought necessary**? 

• • • • • 

In November, the CTA Operations Com¬ 
mittee adopted an Implementation plan 
which still pointed towards full Implementa¬ 
tion of Tape M A“ by February 21st, even 
though substantial slippage In Intermediate 
milestones had already occurred, and more 
seemed likely. This implementation plan, 
necessarily constrained to the time remain¬ 
ing. had the effect of reducing the project 
tasks yet to be undertaken to the smallest 
time periods in which It would be theoreti¬ 
cally possible to achieve the results projected. 
However, these target date* were not con¬ 
sidered by experienced technicians os the 
most probable, but only as those necessary 
to fulfill the plan on the specified date. 

The Current schedule reflects an additional 
five weeks for an internal CT3/MDS Integra¬ 
tion effort to insure the integrity of the 
NYSE's Market Data System. This Integrity 
aspect can only be obtained by conducting 
a highly complex, detailed and exacting series 
of system tests In an orderly manner. Recent 
MDS failures have emphasized the need for 
this thorough test schedule. 

The final system testing and Integration 
effort between all Participants, tbe CTS 
Processor and the NYSE has now been ex¬ 
panded to cover an eight week period which 
includes three weekends of product tesla. 
This eight week period will be devoted to 
cleaning up any outstanding elements from 
the data and fallbacks switchover testing 
activities as well as running controlled vol¬ 
ume tests. Tbe controlled volume tests will 
measure the system under stress and check 
all unique software and operating functions 
to insure the Integrity and stability of the 
basic NYSE Market Data System. and the 
new superimposed CTS System. 

Question 3. To what extent have delays In 
implementation of the consolidated 
transaction reporting system (Including, 
particularly. Phase II of the Plan > been 
attributable to limitations on 8IAC’s 
resources (In terms of funds and per¬ 
sonnel)? Are there. In your view, other 
factors beyond the control of 8IAC which 
have contributed to such delays and. If 
possible, please give us details. 


The delays experienced to date In the de¬ 
velopment of the CTS System have not been 
caused by the lack of resources (funds and 
personnel) on the part of SIAC. Rather, 
these delays ore related to system problems 
Inherent In interconnecting several organiza¬ 
tions Into an operating real time computer 
communications system. It should be noted 
that each Participant and 8IAC had to either 
modify an existing system or develop an 
entirely new system and each approach has 
inherent problems. 

Howover. some diversion of 81AC resources 
was Involved in the reassignment of experi¬ 
enced senior technical personnel working on 


CTS to support a task force established to 
determine the cause of recent failures to the 
NYSE Market Data System. This effort to 
insure the Integrity of the NYSE Market 
Data System was essential because this same 
system will become the Consolidated Tape 
processing system. 

Question 4. In what manner do the vendor 
agreements currently being negotiated 
by the CTA and the various vendors of 
market information provide that the 
obligations of vendor* under the Plan 
do not commence until full implementa¬ 
tion of Phase II of the Plan? In partim- 
lar. please describe whether existing con¬ 
tracts with respect to last sale data be¬ 
tween vendors of market information 
and thoso exchanges currently dis¬ 
seminating such data to vendors alii 
continue to govern the legal relation¬ 
ships between the parties pending full 
Implementation of Phase II of the Plan; 
and. If they will not, the manner In 
which those relationships will be gov¬ 
erned prior to implementation of Phase 
U. 


As a result of discussions at the moot re¬ 
cent CTA meeting on Wednesday. March 6 
and subsequent discussions with staff mem¬ 
bers at the 8EC on March 10, wo propose to 
present Vendors with agreements under ths 
Plan which will cover whatever consolidated 
last sale price* are furnished to the Vendors 
and will be effective Immediately upon execu¬ 
tion by both parties. They will permit the 
Vendor to elect to receive the Information 
by low speed or high speed or both, except 
that he will not be able to choose high speed 
until thAt service becomes available. The 
contract article which deals with the man¬ 
ner In which the Vendor*' Interrogation 
devices rntu display last sale prices will by 
Its term* not become effective until the high 
speed line is available. In addition the con¬ 
tract will supersede any existing agreement 
between the NYSE and the Vendor providing 
for the furnishing of NYSE last sale prices 
of stocks. Consequently when the proposed 
new form is signed by the NYSE on behalf 
of all Participants and by a Vendor, it will 
immediately govern all prices received by 
the Vendor from SIAC. however complete or 
incomplete those price* might be and 
whether received by low speed or high speed 
line, except that the provision which re¬ 
quires the Vendor's Interrogation device to 
display last sale prices In a particular way 
will not become effective until the high 
speed line service Is available. This approach 
Is being taken alnce the provision govern¬ 
ing display is a direct outgrowth of require¬ 
ments embodied In 17a-15 and we now under¬ 
stand from the Commission staff that Ven¬ 
dors will not be required to comply with 
17a-15 until the high speed line becomes 


available. 

As mentioned In my letter to Chairman 
Oarrett on February 10. the only two other 
Plan Participants which currently furnish 
Vendors with last sale price* of NYSE listed 
securities (Network A) are the Midwest Stock 
Exchange and Pacific Stock Exchange and 
both have Informed me, os reported In my 
letter, that they intend to oontinuo to »up- 
ply directly to Vendor* their last sale price* 
until the high speed line becomes available 

There la nothing In the form of agree 
we are developing for CTA which will &a 
any effect on the Independent Midwest Stoc* 
Exchange and Pacific Stock Exchange co- 
tractual provisions with vendors. Both 
these exchanges have Indicated that J 
expect their current agreements to com 


tickers. 
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Question 5. Why Is resolution of the con¬ 
tractual problem* between the CTA and 
vendors of market Information con¬ 
tingent upon Issuance by the Commis¬ 
sion of a release clarifying vendor obliga¬ 
tions under the Ft an and under Rule 
17a-15. and within what period after 
issuance of such a release (If Issued) 
would full Implementation of Phase tl 
of the Plan be realized? Please explain 
whether, and to what degree, failure to 
resolve outstanding contractual prob¬ 
lems between the CTA and vendors Is 
delaying or will delay development of 
SIAC'e high speed Une capacity and 
texting of that capacity. 

• • • ^ • • 

Resolution of the contractual problems 
between CTA and Vendors was considered to 
be contingent upon the long-awaited Issu¬ 
ance by the Commission of a release clarify¬ 
ing the Vendor obligations for the atmplc 
reason that the contract Included language, 
such as the provision requiring a particular 
display by interrogation devices, which was 
Included because It was mandated by the 
run. In addition. It was felt that if the 
Commission was going to insist that Vendors 
of interrogation devices receive the last sale 
prices by high speed line fas was thought to 
be s possibility at one time), then the con¬ 
tract between the CTA Participants and the 
Vendor should not provide for the furnishing 
of consolidated last sale prices for purposes 
of interrogation devices by means of a low 
tpeed Une. 

These matters have now been resolved 
partly u discussed above under Question 4 
and, as to the balance, because we have now 
been told by the Commission staff that it Is 
not expected that the Commission will Insist 
tbs! Vendors of Interrogation devices receive 
consolidated last sale prices by means of a 
high speed line. Rather, w© understand, the 
Commission will permit this matter to be 
optional with the Vendor and consequently 
a*e are proposing In our contract with Ven¬ 
dors to ao provide. Aa a result of our recent 
dU usalona with the Commission staff, we 
believe we can now send to the Vendors 
complete contracts ready for execution re¬ 
lating to Network A consolidated prices, 
whether to be received through interrogation 
devices or tape display devices.
